Economists, 
Sociologists 
Discuss Marx 

Social Scientists 
Reach Agreement 
On Basic Theories 



The inevitability of crises under 
the capitalist system, the funda- 
mental class dichotomy of a society 
dominated by its mode of produc- 
tion, and the impossibility of attain- 
ing major social change without re- 
volution; these were the three main 
themes of Marxian thought ex- 
pounded at lait night's meeting of 
the Political Economy Club and So- 
ciological Society. 

Highlights, of the meeting came In 
thC:dlscuuilon period, when a stu- 
dent bioebcmist sought lo discover 
the reason why "economists always 
disagree when they discuss practical 
matters." On Dr. Henuneon, chair- 
man of . the. department of Econo- 
mics and Political Science, replying, 
with proof. "We arc objective," a 
loud gasp was heard from a female 
member of the audience, and gen- 
eral laughter put an end to the dis- 
cussion. . , 

Previously, ^^cintr Schott, presU 
dent of the political Economy Club, 
had briefly outlined the Marxian 
theories of labor-value and profits, 
and then applied them as a tool for 
examining tlie occurrence of peri- 
odic crises of maladjusted produc- 
tion in capitalist, ^lety. . 
' Tim Wilson, vice-president of the 
Sociologicnl Society and secretary 
of the Political Economy Club,. then 
offered a brief criticism of the 
economic intcrpretalion of iiistory 
as an unwarranted generalization 
from the structure of capitalist 
society; and described the appliea 
lion of the . Marxian theory of 
classes to contemporary society. . 

The final paper was , read by 
David Schwarlzman, third yeur 
honor student in Economics and 
Political Sclénce, who applied the 
Marxist theory of the state as an 
instrument of class antagonism . to 
the present-day political situation.

Dr. Lewis Appointed Dean 
Of Faculty of Education 

Toronto, February 24— (CUP) 
Dr. A. C. Lewis, principal of 
University of Toronto Schools, 
has been appointed Dean of the 
Faculty of Education by the 
Board of Governors. 

Dr. Lewis graduated from the 
University of Toronto in 1919, 
and enlisted as a gunner. By 
the end of the war he had won 
his commission and was adju- 
Unt to the Eighth Brigade. In 
1020 he received his M.A. at 
Toronto, and in the year 1020- 
21 taught at Western Univer- 
sity. 

During the following years 
he taught at various colleges 
and in 1934 returned to the Uni- 
versity of Toronto as principal, 

Since the beginning of the 
war. Dr. Lewis has been major, 
second in command of the Sev- 
enth Toronto Regiment, Royal 
Canadian Field Artillery. 



"Cancer is one of the major prob- 
lems confronting medical science," 
Dr. D. L. Thomson stated yesterday 
afternoon at the prc-medlcal meet- 
ing held in lecture room A of the 
Medical Building. Dr. Thomson, 
Dean of the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies and Research, and head 'of 
the Department of Biochemistry, 
delivered a lecture on "Experimen- 
tal Cancer Research." 

"There are three, main types of 
tumor at our disposal," Dr. Thom- 
son remarked, "induced, transplant- 
ed and spontaneous. Two Japanese 
Induced cancer at will by painting 
tar solution on the skin. After a 
long lime the skin formed little 
'parts', or more technically 'Papil- 
loma'. Tnis is a benign tumor. 

"In mammals, the transplanted tu- 
mors must contain one or more liv- 
ing tumor^Hs; It is injected unde/ 
Ihe' sklrHybere it may'takc root, 
multiply, and become a tumor of 
its own. This tumor may in turn 
be transplanted. 

More people in North America die 
of cancer than in the Orient due to 
increased living span, therefore the 
incidence <)f cancer is 'greater. Wo- 
men generally are more susceptible 
to cancer than men." 

Dr. "Thomson concluded by stating 
.that^the distribution of -cancer in 
tiie'body is different throughout the 
world.

One of the major factors making 
for Canadian disunity is the lack of 
power granted to the Federal Gov- 
ernment by the B.N.A. Act and by 
Judicial interpretation of that con- 
stitution, stated Joan Allison, fourth 
year honor student in history, at a 
meeting of the R.V.C. Historical So- 
ciety last night. The cultural and 
historical background of the Jews 
In Germany from ancient times to 
the present was outlined by the sec- 
ond speaker ot the evening, Naomi 
Chaitman, second year honors stu- 
dent. 

The fact that Canada is still to 
a great degree a disunited federa 
tloii of nine provinces has meant 
that in social legislation and other 
"civil problems" the central govern 
ment has lacked authority to form 
and carry out policies on a nation' 
wide basis, pointed out the speaker. 
The Fathers ot Confederation clear 
ly meant all residuary powers to 
rest with the national isovemment, 
but subsequent decisions rendered 
by the Judicial Committee of the 
Pri\'y Council have defeated this 
purpose. 

Speaking on'Genman jews; Naioini 
Chaitman outlined their early free 
dom in. that country under the rule 
of the pagan Romans. The advent 
of Christianity opened a gulf be 
tween the two peoples and resulted 
in spasmodic persecution until the 
Frankish invasion restored freedom 
to the Jewish communities of the 
Rhineland. Later developments saw 
the Jews excluded from the .feudal 
system and thus obliged to become 
merchants and .money-lenders. The 
teachings of the Christian r Church 
against usury increased persecution

Edmonton, Feb. 24— (CUP)— 
The University of Alberta was 
successful in reaching its object- 
ive of $1,500 in its major war 
drive this year.

For centuries such 
cataracts all over the world have been merely 
objects of wonderment and beauty. But there 
came a time in the history of mankind when 
man discovered how to harness the mighty 
stream of water, and to tap this source of 
power for his own needs. • ' 

Today, street cars, electric lights, washing 
machines, irons, and all the other myriad ways 
in which electricity has been put to use— to- 
day these things arc commonplace and we 
take them for granted. The power latent in the 
rivers of our land has been made available lor 
our needs, and we see the results all around 
us today. ' 

All of u< have experienced to some extent 
the impact or the power of some personality 
upon our lives. Power in the**'ield of person- 
ality is known to us all. 

What seems to be a much rarer experience 
Is that of power in Uie spiritual realm.

Simplo trust in the promises of God as re- 
vealed in His word, and willingness to act 
upon them— Ihis is the means wnereby God's 
mighty power may be shown forth in our 
lives.

4. The Mystery of the Vanishing Canals and 
the Missing Planet 

Mars is, in my opinion, the most interesting 
object which can be seen in the heavens with 
the naked eye. It has mystified astronomers 
for many years, and is responsible for the great 
astronomical controversy; are there canals? 

The little red body, its blood-like colour 
earning it the name of the Roman. God of War, 
has a diameter of 4220 miles. Lying between 
the earth and Jupiter, it is the fourth planet 
in distance from the sun at an average distance 
of 141.3 million miles. 

In 1B77 ' the Italian astronomer, Schlaparelli, 
made an announcement which electrified the 
astronomical world; he had discovered canals. 
Immediately there was great interest aroused 
among scientists. Was this proof of life on 
Mars? Were there intelligent beings, capable 
of constructing irrigation or transportation 
waterways, on earth's neighbor? 

Suddenly other astronomers began to com- 
plain. They looked for the canals, but could 
not find them! And then started the scientific 
argument, 'There are', 'There aren't" which has 
never ceased. Do the canals exist? Hundreds 
of astronomers claim to have seen them, other 
hundreds flatly deny their existence. How can 
this be? It is because the fine lines are at the 
limit of telescopic visibility. Only on Ihe most 
perfect nights for observation can any detail 
be seen on Mars. The slightest stirring of the 
earth's atmosphere blurs the image. The disk 
will sometimes appear sharply, but only for a 
few seconds, and then is blurred again before 
you arc quite sure of what you saw. 

Are the canals only an optical illusion'/ 
When the eye is straining hard for details, it 
may tend to connect up the dark patches on 
Mars with regular geometric lines. English 
Scientists once tested a group of school boys 
who were told to draw exaçtly what they ww 
of a dimly lighted image at the far side of tha 
room. On this disk were shown the dark areas 
on one of>the hemispheres of Mars, but no 
canals were shown. Many of the boys con- 
nected the dark patches In their drawings with 
lines which often corresponded to charted 
canals, 

Photographs of Mar; have so far failed to 
show the canals. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that the long exposure neceSsary for a 
photograph would blur the detail so that It 
would not show on the picture. Reports 
smuggled out of occupied France claim that a 
new method employed during the close ap- 
proaçh of Man In 1040 shows the canals. We 
will have to* wait until the war is over to ob- 
tain çoples of these photographs, and to learn 
If the statements arc true. Tlicrc Is good rea- 
son to believe that If Intelliscnt life e:(|jU on 
Mars, it would have to build canals, for there 
Is very little water vapor in the Martian atmos- 
phere and no record of the appearance of rain 
clouds. Most of Mars is desert. Pereival Lowell 
has seen a dust atorm, apparently n miles high, 
sweep across one of the deserti, Much of our 
Information about Mara has come from the late 
Mr. Lowell's observatory In Arliona. 

Assuming that the canals actually exist, 
what is their meaning? They are absolutely 
straight, running for long distances withqut 
deviation and intersecting at points known as 
oases. They appear to be irrigation channels 
to carry water from the ice csps at the pojes. 
As spring arrives In one of the Martian hemis- 
pheres, the polar cap in questsion is teen to 
become smaller as the edges melt. At the same 
time the canals become darker and the cplour

In my travels acros.<i Canada, I 
took t)>c opportunity to visit many 
of our fellow Canadian Universities. 
AH were proud of their cooperative 
book-stores where students bought 
new books at a saving of 25'to 50%; 
we at McGill have the need and 1 
propose to set up a committee im- 
mediately, with the authorization of 
the University authorities to, work 
on the problein, so that by the time 
the new term begins there will 
exist at last a co-operative book 
store. 

5— Inter Faculty Sports. 
The return of inter-faculty sports 
this year, after a low log, should

The responsibilities and obliga- 
tions of a student attending uni- 
versity during war time, is the up- 
permost thought in all our minds. 
As the war rages on, and enters Its 
concluding stages, our united effort 
in playing our part, in Canada's 
war effort, will become accordingly 
more urgent. Great work has al- 
ready been done by the War Coun- 
cil, and tile student body at large. 
Contributions to the Red Cross, and 
other war drives, have been most 
praiseworthy. Our quotas must con- 
tinue to be' filled. An all-out effort 
should be made to increase them. 
I will wholeheartedly devote myself 
to this end. 

Student Affairs 

It is my Intention to employ 
every possible method to increase 
contact between the Executive 
Council and . the Students. Pub- 
licity of its activities through the 
"DAILY," closer contact with stu- 
dent representatives, will help to 
accomplish this object. This drive 
will be most effective, if coupled 
wiUi the Freshmen "Welcoming 
Program."

It Is not 
mere, chance that this or 'that par 
ticular university is noted for lis 
great college spirit It is usually 
a characteristic- of these same uni- 
versities, that they have an elabor- 
ate frosh program. 

THE SPORTS PROQRAM 

As you all know, the presidency 
carries with it a scat on the Ath- 
letics Council. During thç . past 
year great strides were made in en- 
couraging more and more students 
to participate in sports activities. 
It still can be greatly expanded 
during the coming year. Many new 
ideas were injected into the pro- 
gram, and had a very successful 
start, and should not be abandoned. 
The enthusiasm shown during the 
last year by the students was very 
gratifying to those in charge.

However, I am of the ppinion that 
the support given to our represen- 
tative teams could bo greatly Im- 
proved. This is a development 
which I wouW like to see during 
the coming year. The greatest step 
towards this end was the Sports 
Festival; more events of a like na> 
ture will be the best antidote to a' 
flagging college spirit.

One item which has not had to 
be considered by Students' Coun* 
ells .in the past, but which may 
become ,vcry Important during the 
coming year, is the probable return 
to college of a large number of 
discharged servicemen. z

along this - line as circumstances 
win allow. It will undoubtedly be 
the first problem which we must 
solve In our post-war planning.

of the oases changes. The reverse occurs at the 
approach of winter. If we remember that, in 
order to be seen by our telescopes, the canals 
musU be about fifty miles wide, it is at once 
apparent that we do not see the bodies of water 
thetnselves, but rather the outline of the vege- 
tation which they water and which stands out 
against the dry red desert. The coming of 
spring causes the planU to blossom and the 
line appears more distinct. 

The ted planet is accompanied in Its journey 



by;:tw^inall moons. These satellites, àiscov- 
ered^by iHall in 1877, are named Phobos and 
Deimos after the two companions of war, fear 
and terror. They arc both very small and ro- 
tate around Mars very swiftly. Phobos has a 
diameter of 10 miles and whizzes across the 



sky taking seven hours and 43 minutes to .com- 
plete its "month". As it goes around Mars in 
less than the Martian day of 24 hours and thirty 
seven minutes. It seems to rise in tlie west. 
Deimos, five miles across, rises in the east, and 
goes thru all its phases twice before. it sets. 
Its 'month' is about 30 hours. ' 

In 1772, the astronomer 'Bode noticed a 
peculiar relationship between the average dis- 
tances of the various plan'eis from the sun. If 
i-ou tae the numbers 0, 3, 6, 12, 24, etc., add 4 
to each and divide by 10, you will gel figures 
expressing the approximate dIsUnces, taking 
earth as being one. The rule holds true as far 
out as Uranus, but Neptune and Pluto show 
deviations. There was, however, a gap. repre- 
sented by 2.8 (which is between ' Mars ' 'and 
Jupiter), where there was no known planet. 
In 1801, the Sicilian astronomer Piazzi discov- 
ered a body, 480 miles in diameter, in an orbit 
roughly corresponding to 2.8. He named this 



body Ceres, and when'other small bodies were 
later discovered in similar orbits, they were 
given the general name of asteroids, or little 
stars. ' 

The orbits of about twelve hundred aster- 
oids have since been plotted, and several hun* 
dred others were observed and lost before 
their courses could be determined. Ceres is the 
largest of the asteroids, of which more are be- 
ing discovered each year. Most are chunks of 
rock 20 or 30 miles across, lovmS by studying 
icleseopic photographs. . ^ i '"^ 

The asteroids may.be formed of - bits 'of 
matter which, fall to collect into one globe as 
the other planets did ^when the solar system 
was created. It seems more likely, though, that 
they are the remains of a planet which once 
existed between Mars and Jupiter, and which 
exploded countless ages ago due to Jupiter's 
gravitational pull. There is no way, at present, 
of determining which , theory is correct
